TIME TO BREAK SILENCE 


The legislature was unanimous in the 
view that it is time the Dominion Govern- 
ment and the railway managements made 
known the results of their investigations, 
and their intentions, regarding the con- 
struction of a direct railway outlet from 
the Peace River district to the Pacific. 

There may be reasons why this in- 
formation cannot well be given out until 
parliament is in session, but it should be 
made available then at the latest. Almost 
a year has clapsed. since Premier King 
made the announcement that unless the 
railways could in six months reach a deci- 
sion on the matter the Government would 
undertake to deal with it. The present 
Government’ inherited that obligation, 
and, it is to be supposed, will make good 
the promise. 

It cannot be said that 
Peace River have been unreasoning in 
their demands for action. They are at 
least entitled to a plain statement of what 
the railways and the Government think 
of the proposition.

ALBERTA HONEY 

The Alberta bee was proverbially busy 
last year, gathered up 1,500,000 pounds of 
honey, and thereby set up a new record to 
buzz about. 

It may be news to some readers that 
bee-keeping was one of the first food-pro- 
ducing industries introduced into this part 
of the west by the pioneers. Forty-odd 
years azo, Mr. Thomas Henderson brought 
in a colony of bees from Ontario to Ed- 
monton, and thus began in a modest way 
a business which he later developed to con- 
siderable proportions at his farm at Rab- 
bit Hill. That was probably the first 
swarm of tame bees in Alberta. 

In the interval farmers in several parts 
of the province have started keeping bees, 
and there has been a steady though not 
rapid growth of the industry. Alberta 
honey is now obtainable in the stores at 
all times. But the home supply evidently 
does not meet the home demand, since 
there are heavy importations from points 
as far distant as Ontario. 

Every flower-strewn area of wild land 
is a repository of honey, while the grow- 
ing of tame crops such as clover increases 
rather than diminishes the supply. The 
bees in their busiest season last year col- 
lected only a trifling fraction of the 
amount that nature thus provided. There 
would seem therefore to be room for the 
indefinite expansion of this little consid- 
ered “side line” of the farming business in 
Alberta. 


A SANE BUDGET 

The budget statement that was pre- 
sented yesterday by the Provincial Treas- 
urer gives little cause for surprise and as 
little for criticism. 

There will be a deficit at the end of 
the year—and perhaps another at the 
end of next year. Everyone must heve 
expected that who has given any serious 
attention to the matter. How large the 
shortage is likely to be the Minister did 
not indicate, other than it will be “sub- 
stantial.” It might have been better if he 
had said straight out what he thinks the 
figure will be, and left no room for 
alarmist misconceptions. 

There is to be no increase in taxation. 
For this congratulations are due to thé 
Ministers, as well as to the public. Faced 
by a deficit a government is alwa ys under 
temptation to devise some new raid on the 
pockets of the taxpayers in order to 
“balance the budget.” The Ministers have 
done well to resist that foolish impulse, 
and to accept the adverse balance for 
what it really is, the inevitable and purely 
temporary result of wholly abnormal 
conditions , 

There is one reduction in taxation, an 
all round cut of $5 in the license fees for 
automobiles. That is the one unexpected 
item in the statement, and it will be 
welcome. And, as the Minister calculates, 
it will likely prove to be good business, 
since it will encourage people to use their 
cars and hence to buy gasoline and pay 


the tax imposed on sales of that 
commodity 

In its broad features the statement 
thus reflects sanity and courage, and 


deserves approval, This {is no time for 


panicky budgeting, or frenzied attempts 
to maintain the ordinary rules of public 
financing.

$20,000,000 TO THE GOOD 


l’rom the first of August last until the 
end of January, the exports of Canadian 
wheat totalled 60,000,000 bushels more 
than during the corresponding period a 
year ago. 

Including the carryover from last year, 
the amount available for export was cal- 
culated at 400,000,000 bushels. At the 
end of January the balance available for 
export was 244,000,000 bushels. There 
was thus exported in the meantime some- 
thing less than 156,000,000 bushels. Al- 
lowing for the wheat used as feed, it may 
be assumed that twice the amount was 
shipped during the stated period this year 
as during the parallel months last year; 
say 120,000,000 bushels. 

That 120,000,000 bushels sent abroad 
brought a “heap” of money into Canada, 
$75,000,000 or more. That is a fact that 
should get a good deal more attention 
than is being given to it. 

It is rather the fashion to speak of the 
depressed price of wheat as being equiva- 
lent to a crop failure. And no doubt the 
difference is hard to distinguish, from the 
standpoint of the man who has to sell his 
crop for less than it cost to produce. But 
there is a difference, and a vast one, to 
the individual and to the country. 

If the wheat grower is having hard 
times, and if business is dull because of 
that, what would be the conditions if there 
had not been $75,000,000 of wheat money 
put into circulation during the last six 
months, and if there were not more than 
$100,000,000 in sight as proceeds for the 
grain still to be shipped out?

TRUE AND FALSE ANGINA PECTORIS 


Angina pectoris is characterized by sharp pains 
in the region of the heart usually radiating down 
the left arm, but sometimes the pain affects the right 
arm, or both arms simultaneously. Occasionally 
there are spasmodic suffocating attacks with an op- 
pressive tightening sensation which gives the patient 
the feeling of impending death. The attacks ggner- 
ally Jast for fifteen minutes to two hours at a time 
and are occasionally fate! in true angina pectoris 

True angina pectoris is due to a disease of the 
heart itself producing cramps in the blood vessels that 
supply the heart, and a hardening of the small art- 
eries of the heart. Sometimes the heart muscle is 
diseased in addition to the arteries, 

The suffocating and painful attack may be 
brought on by over-excilement, exercising, or a pres- 
sure of gas from a large meal. 

False angina pectoris is probably more common 
than the true angina. It is really a neuralgia of the 
heart, and the attacks are less severe than in true 
angina and never tatal. 

There is no doubt that this trouble is pmrtly of psy- 
chic origin and is frequently brought on by the stress 
and strain of mental work or the destructive effects 
of worry. 

Occasionally both types of angina may occur sim- 
ultaneously in the same individual, The greatest 
number of cases of both true and false angina appear 
in those who do not do heavy physical work, and 
may be found most frequently among professional 
people. This disease is rarely found in charitable 
wards of hospitals where the poorer classes go, but 
most frequently found by doctors who attend to mid- 
dle class and wealthy patients, 

There is no doubt that both true and false angina 
are brought on by a toxic condition which closely 
resembles rheumatism. In true angina, which is ac- 
companied by hardening of the coronary arteries, the 
dieting regumen is very similar to that which I ad- 
vise for hardening of the arteries. It is important 
that the toxins which are irritating the delicate walls 
of the arteries and causing calcium deposits be elim- 
inated, In false angina there must also be a predis- 
posing toxic condition, but it need not be as severe 
as in true angina, 

It should be remembered that until the basic toxe- 
mia is eliminated the patient should avoid anything 
which will bring on an attack, such as a heavy meal 
or bad combinations which might produce flatulence 
Patient must also be warned to avoid distressing cmo- 
tions, especially fits of anger. John Hunter, a very 
famous physician who was troubled with this disease 
used to say thet his life was in the hands of any 
rascal who chose to worry him. In fact, his death 
occurred during a fit of anger 

The toxins can be eliminated most rapidly with an 
acid fruit juice fast, using at the same time large 
quantities of distilled water to flush out the system 
The patent must be taught at the same time to con- 
trol his emotional life so as to :vold all distressing 
emotions,

CANADA FACES HER PROBLEMS 
By M. Grattan O'Leary 

Canada, like the United States, is beset by politi- 
cal unrest and economic depression. Mr, Hoover may 
be bowed down by the problems of prohibition, the 
plight of Northwestern farmers and the insurgency 
of Congress, but it is doubtful whether his position 
is more uneasy than that of Premier Bennett, back 
from the London Imperial-Conterence empty-handed, 
confronted by farmers who want a fixed price for 
wheat, by nation-wide unemployment, by the threat 
of an enormous budget deficit. Not since the post- 
war depression which produced an agrarian uprising 
in the West and brought new orientations in party 
politics, has the dominion experienced such vicissi- 
tudes. 

Mr. Bennett's present difficulty, politically at any 
rate, is that while he proceeded to carry out his man- 
date so far as the United States was concerned, in- 
creasing duties against American products to as high, 
in some cases, as 100 per cent, he also heightened 
duties against the products of Great Britain A 
political imperialist, but an economic nationalist, his 
policy translated into legislative enactments at a 
special session of Parliament was “Canada First,’ the 
safeguarding of Canadian industry from all external 
competition, including the competition of the em- 
pire. And while the duties he imposed upon British 
goods were not as severe as those leveled upon Ameri- 
can and foreign products, they ranged from 10 to 26 
per cent, and undoubtedly struck a blow against 
British exports to the dominion 

Mr. Bennett's course lacked the approval of even 
his warmest supporters, The Canadian people are 
traditionally protectionist, but a large ingredient of 
their protectionism is a fear of ¢conomic penetration 
by the United States, The background of this is the 
old United Empire loyalist sentiment, overwhelmingly 
predominant in Ontario and a potent political factor 
in the provinces of the Atlantic. This, while there 
existed a strong sentiment favorable to tariff retalia- 
tion against Washington, not much enthusiasm pre- 
vailed for steps that might lessen trade with the 
mother country, Added to this, and complicating 
matters for Mr, Bennett, the western farmer, look- 
ing hopefully to the London Economic conference for 
a solution of his difficulties, hardly regarded a blow 
at British trades as creating the right atmosphere for 
action. , 

So Mr. Bennett has returned to a Canada which 
has still some 250,000,000 bushels of unsold wheat, 
which has an acute unemployment problem, and 
whose declining revenues threaten an enormous deficit 
at the close of the fiscal year, The weakness of his 
position is that, like Mr, Hoover in the United States, 
he took office on a platform of prosperity, Mr. 
Bennett, electioneering told the Canadian people that 
failure to market the western wheat crop and pre- 
valence of unemployment were the fruits of the Lib- 
eral ministry of Mr, King. After four months in 
office, and despite millions voted for unemployment 
relief, unemployment 1s still acute, and the wheat of 
the west remains unsold. 

But Mr, Bennett, like Mr. Britling, will see it 
through, Possessed of unbounded faith in protection 
as an economic remedy, he will apply it in increasing 
measure at the coming session of parliament, If there 
be those in the United States who believe that failure 
of the Economic Conference will induce Mr, 
Bennett's government to turn once more to the 
United States, they are fated for disillusionment, Pre- 
cisely what further steps he will take remains to be 
seen, but that duties will be heightened upon Amer- 
jean products is as certain as anything can be in 
politics. The truth is that this policy, undoubtedly 
in large degree @ weapon of retaliation against Washe 
ington, will inevitably and unfortunately go on until 
some new basis in economic relations is arrived at 
between the two countries-The Commonweal of

‘This 18 a favorite topic in social 
psychology. In considering it, re- 
member that public opinion is an | 
abstraction; the only realfties are 
you and I, who hold the opinions, 
multiplied a thousand or a million 
times. We affect one another; some 
of us take a leading part. Those 
who voice an opinion different from 
the current one form a minority; 
they are looked upon as queer, and 
made to feel uncomfortable, This 
was exemplified in the long strug- 
gle for woman suffrage. Women 
had not voted and things were go- | 
ing along as well as could be ex- | 
pected. What you are used to seems 
natural and right. | 

The small minority of men who 
believed that woman should vote 
(and the men had it to decide) | 
grew to a respectable minority, and | 
then to a majority, and the Nine- 
teenth Amendment was passed. In 
a short time we are all used to it, 
and it seems natural; there is no 
agitation for repeal of that amend- 
ment, Opinions change, we do not 
get much insight into the process. 
The matter is no different than 
smoking by women, There was no | 
vote on that, Bach woman decided | 
for herself, and yet the change 
came, The few became the many; 
objections lost their force. | 

How different in the case of fhe | 
Highteenth Amendment. Until the | 
great war the Prohibition Party was | 
small, although strong enough to 
induce some States to adopt the 
measure. But so did some States 
make cigarettes illegal. Opinion 
change both ways. Laws are made 
and unmade. Prohibition as a war 
measure grew into national prohi- | 
bition.

Not 
everybody was strongly for or op- 
posed to woman suffrage; they 
were indifferent with a preference 
No one is equally interested in all 
reforms, The voter, being a person, 
takes a personal view of the mat- 
ter: how it affects his habits or his 
interests, That may affect one’s 
views On prohibition, 

Yet the dominant fact remains 
that the most of us are affected 
gregariously; we take on the opin- 
fons of our group, Sectional dif- 
ferences remain; the city vote and 
the country vote differs, Some 
States are definitely “wet,” others 
“ary.” 

The outstanding change ts this: 
that today one can be against pro- 
hibition without having one’s mo- 
tives discredited. Women can smoke 
without being regarded as unfemi- 
nine, just as the time came when a 
man could declare himself in favor 
of woman's suffrage without being 
considered sentimental, 

That is about how the problem of 
changing opinion looks in the first 
Stage of analysis. ‘The moral fer 
mental fitness is evident. Issues 
should be decided on their merit, 
with not too much intrusion of 
prejudice and emotional pressure. 
And that is the stage that opinion 
has reached about prohibition. We 
can, consider its merits and demer- 
its. Public opinion will always be 
restless when what has been en- 
acted as law is not approved by a 
considerable group of the voters. 
You cannot legislate men's minds.

A rather unusual coiffure problem 
that arises now and then is that of 
the woman whose nose is not straight 
but inelines to one side. Suppose 
the slant is to the right. An experi<- 
enced hairdresser will not put in a 
straight center part, as it would make 
the nose seem more out of alignment 
by contrast. He would also avoid « 
side part running from the right in 
toward the center, which would form 
an angle with the line of the nose. 
The correct choice would be @ part a 
little off center, To find this becom- 
ing Iine, hold a ruler along the nose, 
following its natural slant, which in 
the case we have taken as an example, 
inclines to the right of the center at 
the end of the nose, Trace this line 
up over the forehead to the hair (B) 
and make the part in the hair con- 
tinuous with this line, Buch a placing 
of the part makes the crookedness of 
the nose less noticeable. The hair 
should be waved with a dip in the 
center of the forehead. 

The pug or retrousse nose also pre- 
sents a problem to the hairdresser. 
Often the face is round, so that a 
side part (on the #mall side) is be- 
coming. The waves should be ar- 
ranged on the forehead and ringlets 
brought forward on the cheeks, The 
snub-nosed girl should avoid sieek 
coiffures and straight bobs unless she 
is in her early teens.

‘To the Impatience of Youth, ene in 
particulars who resented waiting ten 
seconds to shift gears at ten miles an 
hour, may be credited the invention 
of the famous synchro-mesh trans- 
mission. ‘The young man in question 

| Was Earl A Thompson, now Assistant 
| Chief Engineer of the Cadillac Motor 
Car Company, who first conceived 
the synchro-mesh idea during his 
school days in Portland, Oregon 
Thompson used to drive a neighbor's 
car and decided to see if he could 
improve the clmbersome transmis- 
sion. He discovered there was an in- 
terlocking mechanism between the 
gear lever and the clutch throw-out 
which made it impossible to engage 
| the clutch when the gear was in neu- 
| tral. He made a few changes which 
remedied this and enabled him to 
| shift silently at definite car speeds 
| while other motorists were clashing 
| all over town. This experiment sug- 
| gested the possibility of a silent gear 
shift at all car speeds and the devel- 
| opment of the thought resulted in the 
the synchro-mesh. He 
12 years before his ambition 
was realized. In 1928, after the syn- 
chro-mesh transmission was tested 
over 1,500,000 car miles on roads at 
the General Motors proving grounds 

it was put in Cadillac and La Salle 
cars, and to date Cadillac has built 
80,000 cars with this type of trans- 
mission. It has now also been adopted 
| by McLaughiin-Buick and Oldsmo- 
bile.

In some perturbation, the young 
clergyman of the town had called to 
consult him about funeral services, In 
all truth, he sald, they should be held 
over the dogs.

ECRETARIES sorting the morn 
ing avalanche of letters addressed 


to “the most written-to man on 
earth,” Robert Ripley, paused to stare 
at a brief, neatly engraved, meticul 
ously-worded communication which 
came out of an envelope with a Brit 
ish stamp on it. They scratched their 
heads and conferred, then returned to 
blink incredulously at the official 
looking missive, which bore the sedate 
crown-and-globe crest of the Royal 
Geographical Society. 

What they read*beneath wa 

“Sir: 

“T have the honour to inform 
you that the Council have this day 
elected you a Fellow of the Royal 
Geographical Society subject to 
the conditions governing the con 
pletion of such Election as pro 
vided in the Bye-Laws. 

“T have the honour to be, sir, 
“your obedient Servant 
“TOM G. LONGSTAFF 
“Honorary Secretary.’ 

Because “Rip” has earned his famé 
as a collector of queer and astonishing 
facts from all over the earth, his elk 
tion to a geographical body was cer 
tuinly credible. But to be named a Fel 
low in the Royal Geographical Society 
is an honor much coveted by Old World 
savants, and it. is not one which the 
British body is accustomed to handing 
out to Americans every day. 

Again, because of the nature of his 
work, “Rip” i ubjected occasionally 
to “kidding” letters from _ practical 
jokers. The mail sorters wondered if 
this notice was on the level, but were 
soon convinced by its authoritative 
tone. They ‘phoned “Rip” and told him 
of his good fortune. 

As a matter of fact no man could be 
more eligible for fellowship in the 
royal society than “Rip.” His drawings 
and strange facts, which have leaped 
into world-wide popularity in recent 
years, have stirred up encermons 
interost in the odd ends of the 
earth. That is one of the aims 
of the Royal Geographical Socict 
—to make people want to know 
about the globe they inhabit, 
chout the races on it and the

‘Rip’ is that no one has ever suc 
ceeded in proving him wrong, although 
a good proportion of the thousands of 
letters which come to him each week 
are full of skepticism and charges that 
he has exaggerated or misstated facts.

The creator of “Believe 1t or Not” is 
almost fanatically jealous of his ac 
curacy. He will travel half around the 
world to verify a report which even he 

unable to credit—though he has long 
since discarded the notion that any- 
thing is impossible. He simply wants to 
be sure. He is more curious than the 
most indefatigable small boy in his at 
tack upon the excruciating glitter and 
wonder of the world. 

And while “Rip” is traveling to some 
remote spot of bizarre report, he will 
dig out dozens of strange odds and 
ends along the way, frequently eclip 
in,, the original objective with incidental 
finds. That’s where he is one up on the 
profesional geography writers. ‘They 
are out to describe the general fea 
tures of the place, to fix it in the minds 
of readers for its well-established and 
admitted characteristics. “Rip’’ skip 
all that. He drives at the hidden, the 
startling, the strange. He often un- 
covers curjosities even the natives are 
inclined to disbelieye until proof is 
forthcoming.
